7 Albertans 
believed killed 
in fiery crash 

COLORADO Seven Albertans, 
including an infant and a 
toddler, were killed in a 
horrific car accident yester¬ 
day in Colorado. 

The group was driving 
around 4:30 a.m. in a 
Chevrolet Suburban on 
Highway 1-25 near 
Johnstown, 65 kilometres 
north of Denver on the U.S. 
Thanksgiving holiday when 
the car slammed into a 
guardrail. 

“The car went into the 
rail, flew off the interstate 
and fell onto an em¬ 
bankment on the highway 
below and burst into 
flames,” state trooper Gil¬ 
bert Mares told Metro. “The 
vehicle was still in flames 
when emergency 
responders arrived.” 

The medical examiner 
from Larimer County Coro¬ 
ner’s Officer working on 
the case said all indications 
are that the people were 
from Alberta.

Victim’s girlfriend 
recalls seeing body 

Woman alleges accused put man’s head out window

Two former girlfriends of 
a man stabbed 39 times at¬ 
tended his murder trial 
yesterday, one who is rais¬ 
ing his young daughter, 
and the other who saw his 
bloody, lifeless body 
shoved out a window. 

Eugene (Preacher) Falle, 
45, is accused of murdering 
18-year-old Shane Chalifoux 
after the young man 
climbed into his window 
on Oct. 1, 2006, bringing a 


rising drug-fuelled turf war 
to a bloody climax. 

The victim’s former girl¬ 
friend, Karen Michele, took 
the stand yesterday, re¬ 
counting fuzzy memories of 
watching from the sidewalk 
while the accused allegedly 
shoved Chalifoux’s body 
out a window. 

“Preacher was standing 
over Shane’s body. That, 1 
don’t think 1 can ever for¬ 
get,” Michele said. “He told 
us he was dead and we did¬ 
n’t believe him... (Preacher) 
grabbed his head, put it out 
the window, and said.

‘Dead, see?”’ 

Multiple witnesses, some 
serving time in prison, have 
taken the stand, claiming 
the young man begged for 
his life, a chilling ciy for 
help that rang through the 
inner-city apartment. 

Chalifoux’s family mem¬ 
bers were in court yesterd¬ 
ay, and said in an interview 
they’re still in mourning. 


“It’s so hard, but we have 
to live with it eveiy day,” 
said former girlfriend Kim¬ 
berly Emard, who is raising 
the couple’s three-year-old 
daughter, Jada. “She talks 
about her dad and says he’s 
dead. It hurts so much 
when she says that.” 

Falle’s lawyer, Charles 
Davison, claims his client 
acted in self-defence. 

“My brother ... was not 
dangerous. I’m soriy, but st¬ 
abbing someone 39 times is 
not self-defence,” Chali¬ 
foux’s sister. Holly Hanson, 
said outside court.

No wage rollbacks for Alberta Tories

The Alberta government 
will spend its money much 
more prudently to weath¬ 
er the worldwide econom¬ 
ic meltdown, but that 
won’t include rolling back 
a recent pay hike 
politicians gave 
themselves last spring, the 


premier said. 

“Fm not going to hit the 
panic button,” said Pre¬ 
mier Ed Stelmach during a 
media scrum yesterday. 

“The salaries are rough¬ 
ly equal to or in the mid¬ 
dle range compared to 
other jurisdictions.” 

Stelmach’s 23-member 
cabinet voted for the hike 
behind closed doors in 
May to boost their pay by 


as much as 30 per cent. 

The move 
also made 
the pre¬ 

mier’s 
salary jump 
by $54,000 
to $213,450. 

Ottawa 
announced 
plans this 
week to 
curb government perks. 


including the termination 
of a three per cent pay 
hike for MPs because of 
the economic situation in 
Canada. 

And along with the 
wage rollbacks, the feder¬ 
al government has also 
announced restrictions on 
travel and entertainment, 
along with cutting back 
on business-class travel- 
ling.

Ontario’s government 
has also made similar an¬ 
nouncements this week. 

Alberta Liberal Leader 
Kevin Taft, who donated 
his pay hike to chairity, 
has also suggested the 


government should “lead 
by example” to cut the 
size of its cabinet and re¬ 
duce the number of minis¬ 
terial perks. 

“We’re working through 
the budget and it will be 
balanced,” responded Stel¬ 
mach. 

“We’re going to make 
those decisions to make 
sure the priorities of Al¬ 
bertans are met.”

The Canadian economy 
slipped into recession and 
the federal coffers are on the 
verge of running diy for the 
first time in 13 years, the 
feds said yesterday in a re¬ 
port that raised the prospect 
of an early election.

forecast the budget would 
show a tiny surplus in the 
next fiscal year, a surprise 
after it prepared the coun¬ 
try for the possibility of re¬ 
newed deficits. 

But opposition leaders 
have vowed to vote against 
Ottawa’s economic and fis¬ 
cal update, forcing Canadi¬ 


ans into another election. 

Stelmach suspects if the 
federal government doesn’t 
resolve this issue, the mar¬ 
kets will go down again. 

“Now, all of a sudden, 
they’re playing politics with 
the economy of the coun- 
tiy,” he said, admitting he 
held back from swearing af¬ 
ter hearing the opposition’s 
position. “1 hope someone 
cares about the country of 
Canada, somebody, some¬ 
where in Parliament.”

Study assesses avalanche risk 


Contrary to popular belief, 
men do listen to women. 

Being accompanied by a 
woman decreases a man’s 
risk of being caught in an 
avalanche by 2.5 times, ac¬ 
cording to new University 
of Calgaiy research. 

“Women are more gener¬ 
ally risk aversive than men, 
and so 1 think their voices 


are being heard,” said uni¬ 
versity avalanche public 
awareness co-ordinator Albi 
Sole, who just compiled his 
master’s degree research by 
interviewing 447 skiers, 
profiling those at the high¬ 
est risk for falling victim to 
an avalanche. His findings 
showed young professional 
men between 25 and 29 


years old who make about 
$10,000 more than the 
provincial average are most 
likely to be involved in ava¬ 
lanche incidents. 

Having a woman with 
you reduces the risk, having 
avalanche training doesn’t, 
said Sole, though adamant 
training may save your life.

Canadian actor hurt in attacks 


A political standoff that 
could spark an election 
has erupted as opposition 
politicians rejected a Con¬ 
servative fiscal package 
that delays help for the 
struggling economy and 
proposes to eliminate 
public funding for political 
parties. 

Liberals, New Democrats 
and the Bloc Quebecois 
united in opposition yes¬ 
terday to what they called 
a “mean-spirited” Conser¬ 
vative plan that also in¬ 
cludes a clampdown on 
MPs’ pay and a ban on 
strikes by federal govern¬ 
ment workers for two 
years. 

Last night, a sense of ur¬ 
gency prevailed as embold¬ 
ened opposition politicians 
openly mused about form¬ 
ing a coalition govern¬ 
ment. NDP Leader Jack Lay- 
ton cancelled a trip to Van¬ 


couver so he could be in 
Ottawa today to talk strate¬ 
gy with other opposition 
leaders. 

Barring a compromise, 
the minority Conservatives 


could be toppled in a confi¬ 
dence vote on Monday 
night, opening the way to 
a change of government or 
a snap election less than 
two months after the Oct. 


S 14 vote. Opposition MPs 
^ said they’ll decide their 
3 next steps after seeing the 
I legislation that will accom¬ 
pany the fiscal update. 

The politicians will get 
their first peek at that to¬ 
day with a vote scheduled 
Monday. 

Indeed, there was specu¬ 
lation about whether the 
three opposition parties 
would be able to form an 
acx cord or coalition to re¬ 
place the Conservatives in 
power. In the 308-seat 
Commons, the Conserva¬ 
tives hold 143 seats, while 
the Liberals have 77, the 
Bloc Quebecois 49 and the 
NDP, 37. There are two in¬ 
dependent MPs.

He un¬ 
derwent surgeiy and 
is in stable condition 
in hospital, the foun¬ 
dation said.

The French meaning 
of the sentence “ils sont 
terrible” does not have the 
same negative meaning as 
in Czech, and translates as 
something more like “they 
are quite something.” 

Franck Louvier, Sarkozy’s 
press officer, said to Metro: 
“1 knew the story, it’s a 
complete lie.”

India looks for answers

India remains on high 
alert today as inves¬ 
tigators, joined by terror¬ 
ism experts from around 
the world, strive to learn 
more about the shadowy 
group of terrorists who at¬ 
tacked a series of symbol¬ 
ic, high-profile targets in 
the country’s financial cap¬ 
ital of Mumbai. 

The gunmen, identified 
by officials as suspected 
Muslim militants, attacked 
five-star hotels the Taj Ma¬ 
hal and Trident-Oberoi, 
along with the headquar¬ 
ters of an ultra-orthodox 
Jewish outreach group, 
Chabad Lubavitch, and a 
railway station. 

Several terrorists were 
captured alive, according 
to Indian officials. 

India’s Prime Minister 
Manmohan Singh blamed 
“external” forces — code 
for Pakistani militants — 
for the violence. 

But Pakistan’s govern¬ 
ment, which condemned 
the attacks, warned India 
against jumping to conclu¬ 
sions about who was re¬ 
sponsible. 

Survivors and witnesses 
say the gunmen went 
around specifically looking 
for American and British 
citizens in the attacks, 
which at last word claimed 


121 lives and left 279 in¬ 
jured, including several 
Canadians. 

“They have AK-47s and 
grenades,” said local mili- 
taiy commander Maj. Gen. 
R.K. Hooda. “They have 
bags full of grenades and 
have come fully prepared.” 

During the day comman¬ 
does brought hostages, 
trapped guests and corpses 
out of the hotels in small 
groups while fires erupted 
periodically and firefight¬ 
ers braved bullets to battle 
the flames. 

Last night a team of FBI 
bomb and forensics ex¬ 
perts left Los Angeles for 
Mumbai to help with the 


investigation, even as ana¬ 
lysts around the world 
were debating whether 
the gunmen — described 
as young and ordinary — 
could have been linked to 
al-Qaida. 

“It’s clear that it is al-Qai¬ 
da style,” said Rohan Gu- 
naratna of the Internation¬ 
al Center for Political Vio¬ 
lence and Terrorism Re¬ 
search in Singapore and 
author of the book Inside 
Al-Qaida. 

“Yesterday’s attack is a 
watershed because, for the 
first time, the terrorists de¬ 
liberately attacked interna¬ 
tional targets,” Gunaratna

• Jaspreet Singh's friend, 
Karan Katya I, a chef at the 
Oberoi Hotel, had just nar¬ 
rowly escaped death. 

According to Singh, Katya I 
was in the kitchen when he 
heard the first gunshots. 
When he came out to check 
what was happening, the 
gunmen turned their 
weapons KatyaI's way. 

“He was pulled back in the 
nick of time and somehow 
managed to avoid getting 
shot,” Singh related. “He ran 
to the back and waited four 
hours before being rescued.”

U.S. soldier 
seeks asylum 


A U.S. soldier who desert¬ 
ed his unit to avoid return¬ 
ing to Iraq has applied for 
asylum in Germany, saying 
the Iraq war was illegal 
and that he could not sup¬ 
port the ''heinous acts” 
taking place. 

Andre Shepherd, 31, 
who served in Iraq be¬ 
tween September 2004 and 
February 2005 as an 
Apache helicopter me¬ 
chanic in the 412 th Avia¬ 
tion Support Battalion, has 
been living in Germany 
since deserting last year. 

“When 1 read and heard 
about people being ripped 
to shreds from machine 


guns or being blown to 
bits by the Hellfire mis¬ 
siles, 1 began to feel 
ashamed about what 1 was 
doing,” Shepherd said. 

According to U.S. law, 
soldiers who desert during 
a time of war can face the 
death penalty. 

Shepherd said he was 
hopeful he would be grant¬ 
ed asylum in Germany, a 
staunch opponent of the 
U.S.-led invasion of Iraq. 

Shepherd is only the sec¬ 
ond U.S. soldier to have ap¬ 
plied to Germany for asy¬ 
lum in a similar situation. 
The earlier application was 
later withdrawn. reuters

B ack before too 
much work and

least 40 magazines a month.

Like its predecessors, it’s 
thick with essays, all confi¬ 
dently delivered, telling us to 
expect more bad economic 
news in the year to come, 
with global workforces 
shrinking with age, Iran edg¬ 
ing ever closer to a nuclear 
bomb, and luxuiy brands 
taking a beating. 

This year’s special section 
is devoted to the environ¬ 
ment; last year’s was focused 
on China. It’ll get picked at 
for the next month or so, af¬ 


ter which it’ll end up on a 
shelf, next to The World In 
2008, 2007, 2006 and so on. 

1 hold on to these issues as 
keepsakes of the convention¬ 
al ivisdom, collected and codi¬ 
fied on the eve of the largely 
arbitraiy turnover of another 
calendar year, since they of¬ 
ten prove to be poor al¬ 
manacs for the year to come. 
According to The World In 
2008, for instance, Hillaiy 
Clinton was the likely bet to 
lead the Democrats into the 
White House, since “both Mr. 
Obama and Mr. Edwards 
come across as too light¬ 
weight.” Time may prove if 
even a wrong prediction 
might still contain a kernel of 
insight. 

The 2008 issue predicted 
that “record rates of mort¬ 


gage defaults and reposses¬ 
sions will be the most visible 
symbol of a deepening hous¬ 
ing bust,” an oraculation that 
can be faulted not so much 
for its accuracy as its timidity. 

There’s barely a mention 
of terrorism in The World 
In 2001, which set the tone 
for that year with an edito¬ 
rial essay summing up the 
economic bounty we could 
expect in the year to come: 
“Nerve-wracking it may be, 
but this is surely a golden 
age,” wrote Clive Crook, 
the magazine’s deputy edi¬ 
tor. Nerve-wracking it was 
— little did you know, Mr. 
Crook.

Edmontonians do not trust city to do the right thing 


The current Dub-ious propos¬ 
al aside, the discussion of the 
desirability of a downtown 
arena illustrates the best and 
worst of Edmonton. On the 
one hand, we have a city 
that’s chock-a-block with cre¬ 
ative ideas. On the other, we 
have a vociferous cadre of an- 
ti-just-about-eveiything reac¬ 
tionaries shouting “Not with 
my tax dollars you don’t!” 

Over the years, any num¬ 
ber of groups have put forth 
proposals that could and 
would make this one of the 


best places to live on the 
continent. However, these 
proposals often require the 
use of taxpayer dollars. 
Whenever that’s the case, it 
creates a huge negative reac¬ 
tion. Though 1 think that 
kind of negativity keeps us 
from going forward toward 
a better future, 1 can under¬ 
stand its genesis. 

Many Edmontonians see 
the use of taxpayers’ dollars 
for a dovmtovm arena or a 
tippy-glass-pyramid welcome 
mat as a zero sum game in 



which someone wins and 
they lose. For them, eveiy 
dollar that goes into a “non- 
essential” is a dollar that 
can’t be spent on fixing side¬ 
walks or clearing roads. 


These Edmontonians do not 
trust the city to either do the 
right thing or to do the right 
thing well. For them, these 
projects are just financial 
sinkholes that will gobble up 
precious tax dollars and 
make the city a worse not a 
better place to live. 

Should this come as sur¬ 
prise to anyone? 1 think not. 
A trip out to that massive 
traffic boondoggle called 
South Edmonton Common 
would make anyone won¬ 
der what kind of smarts re¬ 


side in the city planning de¬ 
partment. Apparently we 
are one of the few places on 
the earth where planners 
believe that “If you build it, 
they will not come.” 

As our city grows, we are 
going to need to create 
more cultural and enter¬ 
tainment venues. We will 
need to offer more support 
for the arts. We will need to 
provide Edmontonians 
with more “non-essential” 
diversions and way more 
fun. However, until this city 
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clearly demonstrates that 
it’s well managed, that’s 
not going to happen. Not 
with tax dollars, anyway.

Taking hockey know-how to China 

Nova Scotia coach finds ticket to Vancouver with the Chinese women's national team

Paul Strople’s friends told 
him he was crazy. Moving 
to China to coach the coun¬ 
try’s national women’s 
hockey team? 

“They’d say, ‘What are 
you going there for? You 
have everything here,”’ the 
41-year-old Halifax native 
recalls. Strople had a wife, 
children and a job coaching 
bantam AAA hockey in No¬ 
va Scotia when Chinese 
hockey officials came call¬ 
ing last summer, but he 
couldn’t turn them down. 

He had already spent the 
2004-05 season behind the 
national team bench, but 
wanted to go back for a sec¬ 
ond tour to lead China to 
the 2010 Vancouver 
Olympics. 

“It was something that 
had been on my mind for 
four years,” says Strople, 
who fell short in his bid for 
the Turin Games in 2006. “1 
wanted the challenge to 
prove to myself 1 could get 
to the Ol 5 mipics. That was

my biggest drive.” 

Strople got there — and 
his friends finally under¬ 
stand. “Now, when they 
send me an e-mail or call... 
They’re saying, ‘Hey, if you 
need a water boy, a stick 
boy, or an assistant, 1 can 
take time off for the 
Olympics,”’ Strople laughs. 


China punched its ticket 
to Vancouver earlier this 
month at the final qualifier 
in Shanghai. Strople calls it 
the “biggest moment” of 
his coaching career, an 
odyssey that began in 1996 
and includes stops in the 
Netherlands, Germany and 
Iceland. 


With Strople’s wife and 
children often living in the 
Halifax area, family sacri¬ 
fices have been the biggest 
hurdle. 

“When you go four 
months without seeing 
your family, it’s a long 
haul,” Strople said. 

“But my wife’s been very 


supportive of my career.” 

The language barrier was 
another major obstacle, but 
Strople has noticed a big 
difference in his second 
tour of duty. 

Although he has a full¬ 
time interpreter, he barely 
needs one an 5 miore. That’s 
because a handful of the 
team’s star players have 
spent time playing profes¬ 
sionally in Canada in recent 
years — helping not only 
their on-ice skills but also 
their English. 

“They understand me 
better than they under¬ 
stand the interpretation. 
Now, they’re telling the in¬ 
terpreter, ‘You don’t need 
to translate for us.’” 

Strople loves coaching 
and would relish an oppor¬ 
tunity to get a job behind 
the bench at the university 
level closer to home. 

His appearance at the 
Olympics likely won’t hurt 
his cause. 

“It could open a lot of 
doors,” he says. “It’s a great 
achievement for me and it 
will be a veiy big point on 
my resume.”

Rome) left horribly disfig¬ 
ured forms a vengeful 
crime syndicate. When a 
cop’s wife (Benz) and her 
child are kidnapped by 
the foe, the unpredictable 
Punisher must reluctantly 
rescue the pair. 

“Even though you could 
look at (my) films and say 
genre-wise they’re very 
related, the characters I 


play in them are very dif¬ 
ferent,” says Benz. “In 
The Punisher, my charac¬ 
ter’s a lot tougher. She’s a 
fighter and she’s willing 
to do anything to save her 
daughter.” 

As if its legacy wasn’t 
enough. Punisher is also 
gaining notice with its fe¬ 
male filmmaker Lexi 
Alexander. Not only is the 
former kickboxing cham¬ 
pion-turned-director mak¬ 
ing her big studio debut, 
but many say she’s an un¬ 
usual choice to helm such 
a violent movie. 

“On many levels, (she’s) 
very appropriate. I mean, 
she is a martial artist so 
when it came to the fight 
sequences — these se¬ 
quences look like street 
fighting, not stunt fight¬ 
ing,” defends Benz. 

“Also I think you need¬ 
ed a woman to wrangle 
all the (male) egos float¬ 
ing around — the fact 
that they knew she could 
kick their ass, they did 
what she said.”

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Politicians on film: Yes we can!' 



-his year may go 

down in the histo¬ 
ry books as the 
year politics be¬ 
came hip again. 
Barack Obama’s “Yes we 
can!” vigor reignited Ameri¬ 
ca’s political passion, help¬ 
ing to break a forty-year-old 
Election Day turn-out 
record and actually get peo¬ 
ple under the age of seven¬ 
ty to tune into Meet the 
Press. 

That excitement has in¬ 
fected Hollywood as well. 
This year sees three high 
profile political biographies 
hit theatres: W., about the 
life and wild times of 
George W. Bush; the soon- 
to-be released Frost/Nixon; 
and this week’s limited re¬ 
lease Milk, starring Sean 
Penn as the first openly gay 
man elected to public office 
in the USA. 


Hollywood has often 
looked to politics for inspi¬ 
ration. Anthony Hopkins’s 
portrayal of rubber¬ 
cheeked Tricky Dicky in 
Nixon was nominated for a 
Best Actor Oscar, as was 
Raymond Massey’s take on 
the 16th president in Abe 
Lincoln in Illinois, and 
James Whitmore as Hariy 
Truman in Give ’em Hell, 
Harry. 

Wild in the Streets, a 
1968 counter-culture cult 
film about Max Frost, a 
multi-millionaire rock star 
with plans to take over the 
government, is one of the 
wilder political “what-if” 
films. 

Frost’s scheme begins 
with staged riots on the 
Sunset Strip. Next he spikes 
Washington’s drinking wa¬ 
ter supply with LSD and 
while D.C.’s powerbrokers 
are hallucinating he gets 
them to pass a law lower¬ 
ing the age limit for all 
elected offices to 14. Soon 
he wins the Oval Office, im¬ 
mediately imprisoning 
everyone over 30 in concen¬ 
tration camps where they 
wear dark robes and are 
perpetually stoned on LSD. 


Max’s plan just might 
land him in trouble, howev¬ 
er, when the next genera¬ 
tion adopts the new slogan: 
“We’re gonna put every¬ 
body over 10 out of busi¬ 
ness.” 

Seen through today’s 
eyes the film is little more 
than a fun, druggy artifact 
from the freewheeling six¬ 
ties, but at the time its mes¬ 
sage was taken seriously by 
some in the establishment. 
At 1968’s Presidential Con¬ 
vention the Mayor of Chica¬ 
go hired security to protect 
the city’s water supply 
from being laced with LSD. 

Other unconventional 
political films include 
Whoops Apocalypse which 
sees America’s first female 
president, played by 
M*A*S*H’s Loretta Swit, try 
to avoid World War 111 and 
1964s Kisses for My Presi¬ 
dent which focuses on the 
tough job of First Husband 
as he puts a masculine spin 
on the role of First Lady, 
hosting women’s groups 
and garden parties.

Sausages with Spiced 
Wine and Apples 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 1/4 cup (300 mL) dry white 
wine 

1/2 lb (2309) pork or chicken 
sausages 

1 shallot or 1/2 small onion 

2 crisp dessert apples 

5 tbsp (709) butter, at room 
temperature 

3/4 cup (175 mL) chicken or 
vegetable stock 
2 tbsp (25 mL) light brown 
sugar 

1/2 tsp (10 mL) ground 
cinnamon 

METHOD: 

1. Bring wine to boil in a large 
frying pan and poach sausages 
gently for 10 minutes. 

2. Meanwhile, peel and grate 
shallot or onion; peel, quarter, 
core and slice apples. 

3. Gently melt small knob of 


butter in a second frying pan. 
Remove sausages from first 
pan, reserving wine. Discard 
loose skins and fry sausages 
slowly in butter until browned 
all over. 

4. Meanwhile, add shallot or 
onion to white wine in first 
pan; with apples, stock, brown 
sugar, cinnamon and remain¬ 
ing butter. Bring to a boil, re¬ 
duce heat and simmer until 
apples become tender and liq¬ 
uid is reduced to thin syrup. 
Serve with apple sauce.
